THE CZAR'S OLIVE BBANCH. 

fLondou'-Tlincs," Nov- 3*1 • 

Tho more the despatches on the Eastern 
Question published ia Tuesday's Gazette 
are studied the more important and in- 
teresting bust they appear. To under- 
stand their full value wo must, of course, 
throw ourselves back souio three weeks, 
so as to read them under tho same cir- 
cumstances amid which they were written 
and received. Wo must recall facts too 
ensily forgotten, and live again through 
tho critical days when tho whole ofEurope 
■was agitated "with apprehensions of in- 
stant war. Tho form in which tho do- 
spa'ehos aro published does not at once 
help ttiia effort of tho mind to reproduce 
tho past. They are not arranged in logical 
nor in chronological order. Tho first in 
tho Gazette is dated the -1th of this month, 
and is addressed to Sir Henry Elliott; but 
subsequently wo come upon others, dated 
ou tho 1st, 2d and 3d respecti ?ely, and we 
discover, not without surprise, that tho 
despatch to our Ambassador at Constanti- 
nople was, in fact, a consequence of the 
despatches which aro postponed to it in 
order of publication. It is necessary to 
recast tho arrangement of these docu- 
ments if wo would know their fall signifi- 
cance. On the 1st of this month our Am- 
bassador at St. Petersburg, Lord Augustus 
Loftus, had arrived at Yalta, and an audi- 
ence with tho Emperor had been appoint- 
ed for the next day. Tho Russian Ulti- 
matum had been delivered, but no answer 
hud yet boeu given by tho Porte. Wo 
were passing through those forty-eight 
hours of suspense during which tho ac- 
ceptance of the Ultimatum was freely pro- 
nounced impossible by those who wished 
it rejected. It is a singular fact, not to 
be overlooked, that the German Ambas- 
tt sailor, General Schweinitz, arriving at 
Yalta simultaneously with our Ambas- 
sador, told him that hopes were entertain- 
ed that tho Armistice would ba granted 
by tho Porto if it should not bo opposed 
by Sir Henry Elliot. Wo do not for a 
moment suppose that Sir Henry Elliot 
ever contemplated opposing tho Armistice; 
but how deep and wide-spread must havo 
beeu tho beliof in his _ partisan 
action when General Schwninitz could 
liavo ventured to make such an obser- 
vation to Lord Augustus Loftus. It 
appears to us extraordinary that the im- 
putation conveyed in it should havo been 
addressed to a British Minister; but wo 
aro more concerned to point out how evil 
must have been tho influonco of this fixed 
opinion of Sir Honry Elliot's sympathies 
and antipathies upon every negotiation 
conducted at Constantinople. This was 
tho state of affairs when, on the next day 
(the 2d), Lord Augustus Loftus was ad- 
mitted to an audience, uud the Czar made 
those earnest and repeated protestations, 
which had everywhere commanded belief , 
that he had no desire for conquest or ag- 
grandizement, and that his sineerest wish 
was to be associated with England in im- 
proving tho condition of the Christian 
subjects of the Porto and tho restoration 
of peace. If all these protestations ^ were 
fal^e — nay, if there lurked in tho mind of 
the Czar any apprehension that in later 
days ho should havo to evade any one of 
them, ho would havo been condemned 
even by the low standard of diplomatic 
moralty in tho last century. Ho cuuld not 
excuse himself by any pretext, ho would 
have to confess that he had been lying for 
lying's sake. But tho dispatch contain- 
ing these declarations of tho Czar con- 
tains also ovidence of their sincerity. 
What was tho motive of tho audience 
given to our Ambassador? There were 
two. The first, to which attention has 
been chiefly directed, was to make a do 
termmed effort to' disabuse the minds of 
many Englishmen of that inveterate dis- 
trust which destroyed all hope of hearty 
and effective oa-oporatiou for peace. The 
second was of more immediate applica- 
tion; it was to urgo our Government to 
promote tho summoning of a Conference 
with tho least delay. Tho Czar reminded 
Lord Augustus Loftus, with perfect truth 
that ho had assented to every proposal 
that had boon made for a settlement, how- 
ever far short of what he thought tho 
case roiiuirod, and ho added that ho re- 
mained most anxious not to separate him- 
self from tho European concert. There 
was another opportunity ready. It seemed 
most probable that the Armistice demand- 
ed by his Ultimatum would be conceded, 
and a Conference ought to meet at once 
taking the English proposals as their basis. 
"His Mnjosty expressed very earnestly 
his wish that tho Conference should meet 
with the least delay, and that instructions 
should bo immediately sent by tho sev- 
eral Governments to enable the Ambassa- 
dors to deliberate at once on tho necessa- 
ry preliminaries of peace, taking as tho 
basis tho proposal which had boon sub- 
mitted by your Lordship [Lord DerbyJ." 
Jf the Czar did not want peaoe, why was 
ho so ougor to make this suggestion ? Ho 
will not lot an hour pass; boforo the Ar- 
mistice had been definitively accepted ho 
urges upon our Ambassador tho necessity 
of summoning a Conference to establish 
peaco upon tho English basis. "Wo know 
that tho Bubstanco of tho Lisp itch con- 
ttiuing all this was telegraphed at once to 
Lord Derby, and tho next day tho For- 
eign Secretary acknowledged receipt of 
our Ambassador's telegram. That was 
tho 3d of this month. The noxt day, tho 
4th, there was a Cabinet Council, and tho 
samo evening that Despatch was seat to 
Sir Henry Elliot which, out of chronolo- 
gical order, is printed at tho head of tho 
Despatches in Tuesday's Gazette, announc- 
ing that "HerMajosty's Governmout havo 
determined to renew the suggestion made 
by thorn on tho 5th nit. , and to take tho 
initiative in proposing that a Conference 
should ho held forthwith at Constanti- 
nople." Thooonvocatiou of thisConferonco 
has always been regarded as an effort, and 
a sincoro offort, towards tho restoration of 
peace. Wo havo tukou some credit for it 
as such I Wo look forward with hopo to 



if wo desiro to bo credited with sincerity 
in inviting tho Guaranteeing Powers and 
tho Porto to join in a Conference, how- 
can wo deny tho same credit to tho Czar, 
who anticipated us in pressing for tho 
Conference, aud to whom tho first urgen- 
cy was duo ? Wo havo not here to deal 
with' professions, but with nets. Tho Cznr 
and oursolvos are in tho samo position. 1 f 
wo hopo to bo boliovod, we must believe 
him; if wo avow an utter distrust of his 
honesty, wo must begin by admitting Umt 
wo ourselves are under tho same suspi- 
cion. This was tho state of affairs when 
tho Lord Mayor entertained his guests a 
fortnight ago, and if it had boon truly 
known how different would have been onr 
hoppa and fears in tho intorval ! Wo do 
pot like to dwell on thoso terrible tempta- 
tions to international jealousy and ill-will 
taking tho placo that should havo boon 
occupied by exhortations to ooulidonco 
and friendship. Wo can find no pleasure 
in imputations against tho open dealing 
of foreign Governments, aud. it is not uusy 
to express tho pain wo fool when there 
can bo any appearance of excuse for im- 
putations against oursolvos. 

It must bo rogrottcd that, after tho re- 
coipt of tho substanco of tho despatch of 
tho 2d of November ,if not of tho despatch 
itself, and after proposals had been made 
on tho suggestion of tho Czar for a Con- 
ference on tho English bases, and had 
beou accepted, language should havo been 
used calculated to undo what had been 
dono, aud to render impotent the efforts 
for peace about to lie set in motion. Nor 
can wo help regretting that when the des- 
patch of Lord Derby to Lord Augustus 
Loftus of tho 30th of Octobor was pub- 
lished in the Gazette, there were not pub- 
lished simultaneously with it tho ties 
1 latches from Yalta whiob had at that 
time been received. These incidents aro 
liable to create difficulties when all . of us 
desire to remove them. If they gave of- 
fence at St. Petersburg, ns wo are told 
they did, can we say that tho fooling ex- 
cited was wholly inexcusable ? It is sure- 
ly not too much to say that in tho man- 
agement of international intercourse wo 
should bo at least as careful not to wound 
tho susceptibilities of others as we would 
desiro othors not to wound ours. Even 
in tlio last of the despatches published on 
Tuesday thoro is an unlucky expression 
capable of being road ill two ways, which 
must havo crept into it by accident. Lord 
Dorhy tolls Lord Augustus Loftus that 
he had assented tn the suggestion for tho 
publication of the despatch received from 
Yalta, and adds, "I thought its publica- 
tion might be opportune, since tlio last 
few days had brought us tho intelligence 
of tho mobilization of a considerable Rus- 
sian force, and of tho omission of the now 
Itussian loan for a hundred million of rou- 
bles." What does this addition mean ? 
Ono interpretation is that Lord Derby 
thinks tlio publication of the Czar's pro- 
fessions opportune because later events 
havo shown how unworthy of trust they 
aro, aud tho sowers of discord havo eager- 
ly seized upon this meaning. Another 
interpretation is that Lord Derby thinks 
tlio publication opportune because it will 
reduce to their real significance recent 
acts the purport of which has been mis- 
conceived. No Foroign Secretary, least 
of all Lord Derby, would needlessly ut 
ter an offensive sneer; and tho second in- 
terpretation of courso ropresents Lord 
Derby's true meaning, but ho will ho tho 
first to allow how unfortunato it is that 
language should be usod at such a time 
capable of being read in such - opposite 
senses. Such trifles may affect tho wel- 
faro of tho world when the balance of tlie 
future iB doubtfully trembling; although 
our hopo is that in the present caso the 
plenipotentiaries entering into Conference 
at Constantinople will leave the memories 
of past errors and misconceptions at the 
door.

Big Prairie. 

Chilli whack, Dec, 30th, 1870. 

Editoi: Colonist: — -Thoro is quito an 
excitement hero about this prairio and 
most of tho settlers liviug on tho high- 
land which skirts the prairie from the 
Chilliwhack river to tho head of Hopo 
Slough, have filed applications and aro 
dosirous of purchasing claims on it They 
seem to havo found that they want grass 
land as well as timber, for it will bo a 
long timo before they con have pasture 
for a moderate amount of stock on their 
timher claims. The cause of tho excite- 
ment has arisen from the rumor that threo 
or four individuals at the west end of the 
settlement havo formed themselves into a 
company, and made application to the 
Government for grant of it for tlio pur- 
poso of bringing it into cultivation. Tho 
prairie consists of about 3000 acros, and I 
consider it would be s groat injustice to 
tho settlers who desiro to purchase it at 
the Government price to givo it away to 
a few speculators for nothing whilo othors 
are willing to purchase it as it stands. 

It would bo tho same as giving away 
83(100 out of the treasury j for if tho land 
is worth that to tho settlors it would be 
worth that to thoso who got a grant of it 
for nothing. 

Tho Government might as well make a 
grant of timber land for clearing, tho ono 
is as worthless as tho other until it is im- 
proved. Tho Big Prairie, at tho present 
timo, could (if in market) bo sold at the 
Government price much more readily 
than timber laud. ThiJ being the caso, 
can any party expect to get so much of it 
for nothing. However, 1 do not think 
tho Government will bo guilty of moh an 
act as to give away any land that can bo 
sold. If any land is left aftor the settlers' 
claims havo boon satisfied, and a grant of 
it made to theootnpany thoro will not bo 
ho much room for grumbling, and I think 
thoro will bo enough loft to give tho inem- 
hors of tho company a good farm each.

Tho fact that tho German Govern- 
ment have declined to take part iu tho 
Fi'oncli Liter-national Exhibition of 
1878 baa *»t induced tho French Gov- 
ernment to abandon it. Tho British 
GiM-ernmont will immediately issue a 
Royal Commission for tho British sec- 
tion— 11. It. H. tho Princo of Wales 
being its president. 

Some modification is to bo mado in 
tho existing lules as to international 
saluting courtesies. After a length- 
ened correspondence, which has been 
conducted between the British and the 
majority of foreign Governments, re- 
specting Lho salutes to bo accorded to 
national standards and persons of dis- 
tinction, a code of instructions, a code 
of instructions will shortly bo issued, 
tho tendency being to causo n consid- 
erable reduction in tho occasions for 
saluting, aud a lessoning of the uum- 
bor of guns to bolired. 

An application has beou mado to tho 
Woivorbampton stipendiary magis- 
trate on behalf of tho Jockey Club for 
warrants against several well-known 
racing men for conspiracy to defraud 
by running a horse at tho last Wolver- 
hampton meeting in an assumed name 
and thereby obtaining a largo sum of 
money. Tho warrants were granted 
and a dotoctive has been appointed to 
apprehend the parties. 

The deliberate assassination of Mr. 
Dyson, civil engineer, residing at Eo- 
cleshall, near Sheffield, and tho escape 
of tho murderer, havo caused the 
greatest local excitement. Not tho 
slightest trace has been found ofPeaco 
the murderer. Tho police force havo 
boen scouring tho town and district. 
Peace ran across some fields after shoot- 
ing Mr. Dyson, having a single-barrel- 
ed revolvor in bis possession, with four 
loaded chambers. He ran towards 
somo mill-dams, and may, therefore, 
have committed suicide by drowning. 

In order to acoratin how far tho use 
of torpedoes was practicable in deep 
channels where thoro was a rapid cur- 
rent, such as tho Bosphorous and 
Dardanelles, an experiment took placo 
at Itourneli Kavak, in tho Upper Bos- 
phorous, during November last. A 
torpedoo, containing 600 lbs of largo 
grain powder, was prepared under the 
immediate superintendence of Capt. 
Woods, of the Imperial Naval College, 
and Mr. Frost , superintendent of the 
ammunition department at Kirk-A- 
gatch, and moored by tho former right 
in tho fairway in a depth of 31 fathoms, 
and at about ilf> feet bolow the surface. 
Upon the application of the wires, the 
elTect was instantaneous, a dullbloom- 
iug sound was given out, and an enor- 
mous mass of water resembling some- 
what iu shnpo of an icjborg with 
jagged peaks was thrown up to a 
height of at least 2UU feet, whilst foa 
a considerable distance all around the 
sea was lashed into foam. hiuch was 
tho force of the explosion that it took 
several minutes for tho water thrown 
up to return from whence it had come 
and a dense white cloud appeared to 
rest for some time ou the surface of the 
water. The torpedoe consiitcd of a 
cylindrical iron caso 4^ feet' in depth 
nnd 2k in diameter mado of boiler 
plate of about 7-l(>tlis of an iuch in 
thickness. 

Dr. Pegg") in opening n Cookery 
School at Edinburgh on Wednesday, 
remarked that every young woman 
before marrying should bo able to ex- 
hibit a diploma showing that she was a 
good cook.

The London "Globo" reports that a 
novelty has recently boon introduced 
iu the Royal carriage department of 
the Woolwich Arsenal in the shape of an 
hydraulic press for forging iron. The 
machine is capable of exerting a force 
of 3,000 tons, and it is believed that 
foldings produced by it will excel in 
quality thoso manufactured by tho 
steam-hammers hitherto employed, 
which it will eventually supersede. 

A very interesting suit is coming on in 
Chancery. When Turner tho artist died 
he left nearly all his property to tho 
notion". His relatives (he had no children) 
disputed the will, and tho Government 
compromised the matter by handing over 
a portion of tho property to them. Among 
the property so handed over was Turner's 
houso in(,l neon A line street, which wusintho 
possession of ono of tho artist's nephows. 
He, strangely enough, did not examine 
the houso, and when he died, throo or 
four years ago, and his will could not bo 
found, two surviving nephews agreed that 
the property should be shared, and that 
if tho will turned up neither of thorn 
should administer to it. When the houso 
in Quoon Anno was searched it was found 
full of tho most valuable engravings 
and pi at 03, which were estimated by a 
competent valuer to bo worth XIOO.UUO. 
on hearing of this splendid treasure tho 
other and moro distant relatives of tho 
artist have coujo forward and olaimod a 
share. Tho caso is to come off before 
the Oonrj of Chancery, and will occupy 
ten days. Tho witnesses . havo boon in 
town for somo timo at a cost of .C3U0 a 
day, and the Court has been asked to fix 
a day for the trial to begin. 

Tho Lancet has authority for stating 
that Princo Leopold is suflbring from a 
return of tho swelling in the knee of much 
a laorn serious ckaraotor than the pre- 
vious nttack. 

On December 1st, Mr. Gillott, of Picca- 
dilly, London , just as ono of tho trains 
which run from Victoria towards tho 
Mansion House was emerging from tho 
tunnel, took off his great coat, rapidly 
jltiug it, with hat and umbrella, away, and 
jumping down upon the lino, deliberately 
placed his head on the rail, Tho ongine- 
driyer Rounded his whistle, but to no 
effect. Tho iron guard of tho ougino 
struck Mr. Gillott on ono side of tho skull 
touring away a portion. Ho was taken 
away to tlio hospital in a somi-ooncious 
state; hut Blight hopes are cntortainod of 
his recovery. Strnngo to Bay, as he was 
tlnown asida and rolled over by ihe an- 



gine-guard, a wheel cut oil' tha sole of 
ono of his boots, yet did not injure his 
foot. 

At a reception of "Lady Tichboroo and 
her ehildron" tho other day Mr. Whalloy, 
M. P., said ho had presented to tho Houso 
of Commons petitions signed by 250,000 
persons praying, not for tho release of 
Sic Roger Tichbomo, but for a fair in- 
quiry. Tho Lord Chief Justice had Haid 
that tho ovidence had left a doubt on 
his mind, and, sinco tho tho trial, proofs 
of the prisoner's innocence had boen daily 
accumulating. Mr. Whalley added that 
ho would pledgo his life and fortuno to 
tho statement that tho Tichbomo family 
had known all along that the Claimant 
was Sir Itoger Tiohborne and that the 
judgo "had acted most foully." 

Tho Clyde shipbuilding trade, accord- 
ing' to tho Glasgow News, gives ovidenco 
of brightening prospects, both in respeot 
of tho number of now contracts recently 
closed and tho enquiries which may load 
to fresh orders. Twenty-two vessels of 30,- 
900 tons in tho nggregato wore launched 
last month. This is nearly double tho 
average tonnage turned out of tlio yards 
in tho previous months of. tho present 
year. The launch of two war ships of over 
4,600 tons during November mainly con- 
tributed to tho increase. 

Tho Paris Tamps makes a statement 
which, if truo, is interesting. It says that 
in May, 1870 a treaty for an offensive and 
defensive alliance between Prance, Italy, 
and Austria was drawn up, aud only fell 
through beoause theEmpororNapoleon III 
refused to assent to an article providingfor 
tho immediate withdrawal of tho French 
troops fromBomo.and restoring freedom of 
action to King Victor Emmanuel. After- 
wards, when engaged in tho war with Ger- 
many, the Emperor wished to revert to tho 
treaty, hut Italy and Austria preferred to 
wait for "a lirat success of the French 
anus." 

No better specimen of tho "Whitting- 
tou" ideal of the English self-made man 
could bo found than tho late Mr. George 
Moore. His lifo was exactly that of the 
Industrious Apprentice. He usod to toll 
how ho first came to London without a 
friend or a sixpence, and, walking about 
the streets, entered a draper's shop to ask 
for employment. This was at first refus- 
ed; hut tho owner was won by some ans- 
wer, or something in tho hearing of tho 
candidate, who on tho day of bis engage- 
ment set before himself two purposes to 
ho worked out— to he head of tho estab- 
lishment and marry his master's daugh- 
ter. In both of these aims ho succeeded; 
and tho Iioufo of Moore, Copcslake it Co. 
is now ono of tho most important whole- 
sale "storos" in tho kingdom. 

Spurgeon, in a lato eermon, told tho 
wives and mothers not to run aftor public 
interests to the no,;lect of domestic duties, 
"Let tho buttons ho on the shirts, lot tho 
children's socks ho mended, lot tho roast 
mutton ho done to a turn, let tho house bo 
as neat as a now pin, and tho homo 
as happy as a homo can bo." 

The sea serpent turns up again. Capt. 
Webster of tho English steamship Nestor, 
and formerly Captain of lho Mational 
Lino steamship England, writes to a 
friend iu Brooklyn that ho and all the 
passengers and crew saw the serpent in tho 
Straits of Malacca, September 26th. The 
creature was fully 500 feet long, this time, 
50 feet across the hack, and elevated his 
head fully 50 feet out of tho water at 
times.

The Vacant Seat. 

Two candidates are in tho fiold at Nan- 
aimo for the vacant seut in tho House — 
Messrs. D. W. Gordon and James Har 
rold. Mr. Gordon was a candidate at tho 
last general election, failing by a very 
few votes to reach the honorable position 
of member. Mr. Harrold has resided for 
■ome years in tho District and enjoys tho 
oonfldonca of his friends. Mr. Gordon's 
address is a very forciblo and mauly pro- 
duction. Ho begins by referring to tho 
unsatisfactory state of tho relations of tho 
Provinco with Canada, and says that as it 
is impossible to anticipate tho nature of 

' the reply of Lord Carnarvon to tho mem- 
orial from this Provinco, "ao also it would 
bo imprudent to conclude what may be 
the duty of your representative in tho 
premises, further than to assure you that 
should any proposition irom one or moro 
of the Tripartite parties to tho Union bo 
laid before the Legislature this Session, I 
Shall consider it my duty, if elected, to 

. acquaint you with the nature of such pro- 
positions at the earliest practicable date, 
and consult you as to tho courso to bo 
pursued in reference thereto; feeling as I 
always have folt, tho fullest confidence in 

• the ability and loyalty of tho people to 
deoido on all matters pertaining to their 
present or future welfare, and assuming 
as I also mu9t from the past, thnt the ba- 
sis of all legislative action will be an un- 
alterable dovotion to Her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment." He pledges his earnest efforts 
to obtain the passage of an Act for the 
regulation and. inspection of mines, and 
of an Act toincreaso tho representation of 
Nanaimo and to give Cassiar a member. 
He will "urge the immediate construction 
of a telegraph lino between Nanaimo and 
■Viotoria in tho commercial iutorests of tho 
Province and would proposo tbat in case 
the Dominion Government rofuBes to pay 
for the samo that it be constructed by tbo 
Provincial Government and bo mado u 
charge among others against tho Domin- 
ion. The 'Assessment Act, 1877,' should 
-bo so amended as to relievo ull lands in 
bona fide occupation, from tho operation 
of the wild land tux. And a more econ- 
omical administration of tho Government 
should bo inaugurated forthwith, and un 
equalization and lowering of taxes to tho 
lowest possible rato consistent with tho 
requirements of tho public service. Hav- 
ing, as I stated in my last yoar's address, 
a porfeot disrogard for parties, as at pre- 
sent constituted in tlii* Province, I shall, 
if elected as your representative, givo to 
tho Govornmont of Mr. Elliott (whilo in 
power) an independent support, reserving 
to mysolf tho right to exorcise my own 
judgment on each measure introduced, 
and will endoavour by a strict perform- 
ance of duty to fully compensate you for 
your contidonco and support in thia elec- 
tion." Mr. Harrold says ho will contest 
the District as an independent candidate, 
and'will publish his address (which wo 
shall havo pleasure in reviewing) at a fu- 
ture time.

Court of Appeal and Revision,

Fbiday, Jan. 5. 
The Bank of British Columbia appealed 
against tho amount for personal property 
at which thoy had been assessed, con- 
tending they were only liablo for tho sum 
of §55,000, and not for 8303,000 as charg- 
ed, claiming that the difference— amount- 
ing to some $248,000— was due to tho 
Bank from debts outside of the Province, 
which could not bo regarded as a 
legitimate eourco for assessment. Mr. 
Drako, who appeared for the Bank, argued 
that snoh oxomption was speoially provid- 
ed for by tho Act. 

Tho Assessor, to prove his claim, read 
over tho Act, in which wero recorded tho 
various assets that wore assessable, and 
which included debts of all kinds, reserv- 
ing onlv roal estate. 

Mr. Drake contended that in this ex- 
emption debts duo wero includod. 

The Chairman said ho felt disposed to 
rule in favor of tho Assessor, but reserved 
decision for formal judgment to bo given 
to-day. The Bank of British North 
America, which had sent in to claim of 
Assessor "no property," appealed against 
the amount of $4,852.76, at which thoy 
had been assessed, contending for an 
abatement of some §2,000. Tho Assessor 
produced the published statement of tho 
Bank in support of his claim, but tho de- 
mand for tho reduction was insisted upon 
on tho ground of an omission in tho pub- 
lished statement of tho Bank of an item 
of S2.000 odd, profit and loss, which, if 
included, would have reduced tho amount 
demanded to tho 82,000 less claimed. 

The objection raised was subsequently 
waived, und tho Assessor's claim ac- 
queiosood iu.

In many cases, however, three votes will 
ropresent but one person, as, for instance, 
a ratepayer who has a qualification in 
three wards, and who may vote in each 
ward for Mayor and Councillors. Then, 
ngain, tho namci of many absentees are 
on tlio roll whoso rates havo been paid 
by resident agents. The votes <>f such 
persons, of course, will not bo recorded. 
From this cause aud sickness probably 
less than 700 votes will be polled; but 
such is tho intorest felt in the di ction 
that few persons within the limits of tho 
Municipality who are entitled to vote 
will neglect to do so. 

"Reformer" writes: "I hear there are 
names on tho voting roll tho owners of 
which havo not paid their Municipal 
tAxes." Wo can scarcely credit that 
statement— ut loast, wo do not believe 
they are thoro by design. There is a po- 
sitive certainty of a change in tho per- 
sonnel of tho City Government; and 
should there bo any manipulation of the 
roll in tho way described by our corres- 
pondent, tho first inquiry will bo for the 
cash said to havo been paid by tho per- 
sons represented as wrongfully on the 
roll. No; we think "Reformer" labors 
under an error. At any rate, if bo knows 
of any, ho should call the attention of tho 
Collector to tho presoace of names that 
ought not to bo on tho roll.

EUROPE. 

London, Doc. 3.— A dispatch dated 
Constantinople to-day says plenipo- 
tentiaries do not appear to have abandon- 
ed hope that a rupturo may be yet avoid- 
ed. Mithal Pusha, when visiting tho 
Gorman and Italian ambassadors on Tues- 
day, adopted a somowhat moro. con- 
ciliatory tono. At tho present it is believ- 
ed that tho Porto at tho sitting of tho 
conference to-morrow will not givo a for- 
mal answer to tho domand of tho powers. 

London, Dec. i.—A Standard's dis- 
patch from Bel grado says Russia is un- 
willing to outer into any engagement 
directly with Sorvia. This - is considered 
a concession to Austria. All Russian 
officers in Servia havo been ordered to 
join tho army at Kischineff. 

A Russian telegraphic agent has a dis- 
patch dated St. Petersburg Wednesday 
afternoon, stating that tho Porto's refusal 
is considered cortain. Genl. Ignatuffhas 
tolegraphed to Sobastapol for tho Im- 
perial yacht Parecliok. It is quite certain 
Midha Pasha is ready to fight if ho must, 
and that the Russian Government do not 
wish tc fight unless thoy think it unavoid- 
able. It is expected negotiations will con- 
tinue, whilo tho weather renders war all 
but impossible. Evou the departure of 
delegates to tho conforonco would leave 
matters unchanged. Negotiations might 
bo continued by an ambassador. What 
will happen in tho spring or towards the 
end of winter is a different question.
